(AP) — A legislative eth- 
ics committee decided Tues- 
day that an Idaho lawmaker 
who publicized the name of 
a Statehouse intern who re- 
ported that she was raped by 
another lawmaker should be 
stripped of one of her commit- 
tee assignments for acting in 
an a manner “unbecoming” to 
the state’s House of Represen- 
tatives. 


The bipartisan committee unani- 
mously approved its recommen- 
dation against Republican Rep. 
Priscilla Giddings at the end of a 
two-day hearing, with members 
saying she violated basic stan- 
dards of conduct in targeting the 
19-year-old intern. 


Committee members also said 
Giddings was evasive and disre- 
spectful to her House colleagues 
during her testimony on Monday 
and accused her of lying to the 
public in an attempt to paint her- 
self as a victim of the ethics inves- 
tigation. 


Giddings didn’t attend the hearing 
on Tuesday after missing much of 
it on Monday. In a statement re- 
leased after the hearing ended, 
Giddings claimed the committee 
was corrupt and called its decision 
“a mockery of Idaho’s ethical stan- 


dards.”

Giddings became the subject of 
two ethics complaints by about 
two dozen lawmakers earlier this 
year after she shared links to a far- 
right blog that included the name, 
photo and personal details about 
the intern who reported being 
raped by the lawmaker, Republi- 
can Aaron von Ehlinger. Giddings 
posted the link on social media 
and in a newsletter to constitu- 
ents. 


Von Ehlinger resigned earlier this 
year after the ethics committee 
recommended his removal from 
the Statehouse. He has denied all 
wrongdoing and police are inves- 
tigating the rape allegation. 


The intern later said the publici- 
zation of her name and personal 
details led to overwhelming ha- 
rassment at a time when she was

already struggling. The Associ- 
ated Press does not typically iden- 
tify sexual assault victims without 
their permission. 


When she first entered Monday, 
she was greeted by shouts of sup- 
port and applause from some in 
the audience, including militia 
members, participants in anti-gov- 
ernment activist Ammon Bundy’s 
far-right “People’s Rights” group 
and anti-vaccination protest orga- 
nizers. 


Giddings said during her testi- 
mony that she felt she had an an 
obligation to share the article on 
the blog when the ethics commit- 
tee was investigating von Ehlinger 
because she said the committee 
did not disseminate a written re- 
sponse he had made about the 
rape allegation. 





Tennessee sued over 'bathroom bill' 


(AP) — ‘Tennessee was hit 
Tuesday with a second legal 
challenge aimed at overturn- 
ing a slate of bills targeting 
transgender people that Gov. 
Bill Lee signed into law earlier 
this year. 


The federal lawsuit filed by the 
Human Rights Campaign chal- 
lenges the state’s “bathroom bill,” 
a measure that restricts school 
bathroom use by transgender peo- 
ple. 


“Courts have  time-and-again 
ruled against these dangerous and 
discriminatory laws and we are 
going to fight in court to strike 
down this one and protect the civ- 
il rights of transgender and non- 
binary young people,” Human 
Rights Campaign President Al- 
phonso David said in a statement. 


“With our representation of two 
transgender kids today, we are 
sending a strong message of sup- 
port for all transgender and non- 
binary children across the coun- 
try — you matter, and your legal 





rights should be respected,” David 
added. 





Tennessee Attorney General 
spokesperson Samantha Fisher 
said in an email the office was re- 
viewing the lawsuit. 


While numerous anti-LGBTQ 
measures advanced in GOP-led 
statehouses across the country, no 
state’s political leaders went fur- 
ther than Tennessee in enacting 
new laws targeting transgender 
people. 








Under ‘Tennessee’s bathroom 
measure, a student, parent or 
employee can sue in an effort to 
claim monetary damages “for all 
psychological, emotional, and 
physical harm suffered” if school 
officials allow a transgender per- 
son into the bathroom or locker 
room when others are in there. 
They also can take legal action if 
required to stay in the same sleep- 
ing quarters as a person who was 
a member of the opposite sex at 
birth, unless that person is a fam- 
ily member. 


for public schools 


For those transgender students or 
employees who want more pri- 
vacy than that afforded by a bath- 
room designated for their sex at 
birth, the law says schools must 
try to offer a bathroom or chang- 
ing facility that is single-occupan- 
cy. Critics of that provision say 
it could further stigmatize an al- 
ready marginalized group. 


The Human Rights Campaign 
filed the lawsuit on behalf of two 
transgender students currently 
enrolled in Tennessee schools. 
Specifically, the plaintiffs allege 
that the law violates Title IX, the 
1972 federal law that protects 
against sex discrimination in edu- 
cation. 





The group says one student, iden- 
tified as Alex, 14, had already been 
forced to use the school nurse’s 
private bathroom or the bathroom 
that corresponded to his gender 
assigned at birth during seventh 
grade because of the school’s cur- 
rent policy. 
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(AP) — Three former Minneapolis police of- 
ficers charged with violating George Floyd’s 
civil rights are asking that their federal trials 
be separated from the trial of Derek Chauvin, 
who has already been convicted on state mur- 
der charges for kneeling on Floyd’s neck as 
the Black man pleaded for air. 


Attorneys for J. Kueng and Tou Thao said in court 
filings Tuesday that their clients would be unfairly 
prejudiced if they went to trial alongside Chauvin. 
An attorney for Thomas Lane filed a motion asking 
to join in his co-defendants’ request. 


Keung’s attorney, Tom Plunkett, said evidence 
against Chauvin would confuse the jury and de- 
prive Kueng of his right to a fair trial. He also said 
there is a conflict of interest due to Chauvin’s level 
of culpability in Floyd’s death, saying “the jurors 
will not be able to follow the Court’s instructions 
and compartmentalize the evidence as it related to 
Mr. Kueng.” 





A federal grand jury indicted Chauvin, Kueng, 
Thao and Lane in May, alleging they violated 
Floyd’s rights while acting under government au- 
thority as Floyd was restrained face-down, hand- 
cuffed and not resisting. 


The four officers were also charged in state court, 
where Chauvin’s trial was eventually separated 
from the others due to space restrictions during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. Chauvin was convicted of 
murder and manslaughter and was sentenced to 22 
1/2 years in prison. The other three former officers 
face state trial next March on aiding and abetting 
counts. 


Floyd, 46, repeatedly said he couldn’t breathe as

Chauvin pinned him to the ground on May 25, 
2020. Kueng and Lane helped restrain Floyd; Kue- 
ng knelt on Floyd’s back, and Lane held Floyd’s 
legs. Thao held back bystanders and kept them 
from intervening during the 9 1/2-minute restraint 
that was captured on bystander video and led to 
worldwide protests and calls for change in policing. 


The federal indictment alleges Chauvin violated 
Floyd’s right to be free from unreasonable seizure 
and from unreasonable force by a police officer. 
Thao and Kueng are charged with violating Floyd’s 
right to be free from unreasonable seizure by not 
intervening to stop Chauvin as he knelt on Floyd’s 
neck. All four officers are charged for their failure 
to provide Floyd with medical care. 


The requests to separate the trials were filed with 
several other routine requests on Tuesday. 


Bob Paule, an attorney for Thao, suggested in his 
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filing that he wants Thao to be tried apart from all 
of his co-defendants, including Chauvin. While 
his filing mentions only Chauvin by name, it says: 
“The jury will have insurmountable difficulty dis- 
tinguishing the alleged acts of each defendant from 
the alleged acts of his co-defendants.” 


Paule said Thao’s Fifth Amendment right to not 
incriminate himself would be in jeopardy if the tri- 
als were held together. 


“Mr. Thao will obtain a fair and more impartial 
trial he is tried separately from his co-defendants,” 
Paule wrote. 


The officers are scheduled to be arraigned on Sept. 
14. A trial date has not been set. 


Chauvin is also charged in a separate federal in- 
dictment alleging he violated the civil rights of a 
14-year-old boy in 2017. 





Harris to focus on security, economic ties on SE Asia trip 


(AP) — Vice President 
Kamala Harris will visit 
Southeast Asia later this 
month aiming to bol- 
ster U.S. engagement in 
the region in an effort to 
counter China’s growing 
influence globally. 


In an early preview of the 
goals for her trip to Singapore 
and Vietnam, Harris depu- 
ty national security adviser 
Phil Gordon said the vice 
president will emphasize the 
Biden administration’s com- 


mitment to a free and open 
Indo-Pacific region, with a 
focus on reinforcing regional 
security in the area. 





“The vice president will meet 
with government officials, 
leaders, people in the private 
sector and civil society, and 
she’ll focus on strengthening 
U.S. leadership, expanding 
security cooperation, deep- 
ening economic partnerships, 
defending the international 
rules-based order, in particu- 
lar in the South China Sea, 





and standing up for our val- 
ues as we do with all of our 
friends and partners,” he said. 


The full details of Harris’ trip 
are still being worked out, 
but for her second foreign 
trip and first trip as vice pres- 
ident overseas, she is plan- 
ning a weeklong engagement 
in the region — from Aug. 
20 to 26 — a significantly 
longer trip than her two-day 
tour through Guatemala and 
Mexico in June. Then, she 
met with the leaders of both 
countries to discuss ways to 
address the root causes of mi- 
gration to the U.S. from the 
region, a central focus of her 
portfolio as vice president. 





Harris has had less public en- 
gagement in Southeast Asia, 
but Asia has been a central 
focus for the Biden admin- 
istration from the beginning 
of Joe Biden’s presidency, as 
he’s sought to counter Chi- 
na’s diplomatic and military 
incursions in the region. 


Relations between the U.S. 
and China deteriorated 


sharply under Biden’s prede- 
cessor, Donald Trump, and 
the two sides remain at odds 
over a host of issues includ- 
ing technology, cybersecurity 
and human rights. 


Last week, during a speech at 
the Office of the Director of 
National Intelligence, Biden 
warned that Chinese Presi- 
dent Xi Jinping is “deadly 
earnest about becoming the 
most powerful military force 
in the world, as well as the 
largest and most prominent 
economy in the world by the 


mid-’40s, the 2040s.” 


The president has sent some 
of his top Cabinet officials to 
Asia to show support for U.S. 
allies in the region. 


Secretary of State Antony 
Blinken and Defense Secre- 
tary Lloyd Austin made their 
first overseas trip to Japan and 
South Korea. Austin traveled 
to Singapore, Vietnam and 
the Philippines last month 
where he vowed U.S. sup- 
port against Beiing’s intru- 
sions in the South China Sea. 





Deputy Secretary of State 
Wendy Sherman traveled 
to Indonesia, Thailand and 
Cambodia in May and early 
June. Last month she vis- 
ited Japan, South Korea and 
Mongolia before heading to 
China for high-level talks 
that ultimately did little to 
resolve many of the deep 
divisions between the two 
countries. 


Harris will be the first U.S. 
vice president to visit Viet- 
nam, and her trip is meant to 
show the depth of the U.S. 


commitment to the region. 


“The National Security 
Council was very support- 
ive of the notion that the 
vice president would be well 
placed to complement those 
other meetings and visits 
with travel to Singapore and 
Vietnam,” Gordon said. “It’s 
really part of an overall uni- 
fied administration engage- 
ment strategy that shows our 
comprehensive engagement 
in East Asia, South Asia and 
Southeast Asia as well.” 
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Cuomo defiant after probe says he sexually harassed 11 women 





(AP) — An investigation 


found that Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo sexually harassed 
nearly a dozen women in 
and out of state govern- 
ment and worked to re- 
taliate against one of his 
accusers, New York’s at- 
torney general announced 
Tuesday, hastening calls 
for the Democrat’s resig- 
nation or impeachment. 


The governor remained defi- 
ant, saying in a taped response 
to the findings that “the facts 
are much different than what 
has been portrayed” and that 
he “never touched anyone 
inappropriately or made in- 
appropriate sexual advances.” 


The nearly five-month in- 
vestigation, led by two out- 
side lawyers, concluded that 
11 women who said that 
Cuomo had touched them 
inappropriately, commented 
on their appearance or made 
suggestive comments about 
their sex lives were telling the 
truth. 


Those accusers included an 
aide who said Cuomo groped 
her breast at the governor’s 
mansion and a female state 
trooper on his security detail, 
who said he ran his hand or 
fingers across her stomach 


and her back. 


Anne Clark, who led the 
probe with former U.S. At- 
torney Joon Kim, said the al- 
legations were corroborated 
to varying degrees, including 
by other witnesses and con- 
temporaneous text messages. 
On at least one occasion, the 
investigation found, Cuomo 
and his senior staff worked 


to retaliate against a former 
employee who accused him 
of wrongdoing. 


“These interviews and pieces 
of evidence revealed a deeply 
disturbing yet clear picture: 
Gov. Cuomo sexually ha- 
rassed current and former 
state employees in violation 
of federal and state laws,” 
New York Attorney General 
Letitia James said at a press 
conference on Tuesday. 








The investigation’s findings, 
detailed in a 165-page public 
report, turn up the pressure 
on the 63-year-old governor, 
who just a year ago was wide- 
ly hailed for his steady leader- 
ship during the darkest days 
of the COVID-19 crisis, even 
writing a book about it. 


Since then, he’s seen his 
standing crumble with a 
drumbeat of harassment al- 
legations, questions in a sepa- 
rate, ongoing inquiry into 
whether state resources went 
into writing the book, and the 
discovery that his administra- 
tion concealed the true num- 
ber of nursing home deaths 
during the outbreak. 


The revelations, most of 
which were initially made 
public last winter, led to 
a chorus of calls then for 
Cuomo’s resignation from 
many top elected Democrats 
in New York. U.S. Sens. 
Chuck Schumer and Kirsten 
Gillibrand said after the re- 
port's release Tuesday that it 
reinforces a call for his res- 
ignation they first made last 
March. 


“No elected official is above 


the law. The people of New 
York deserve better leader- 
ship in the governor’s office. 
We continue to believe that 
the Governor should resign,” 
they said in a joint statement. 





While James concluded the 
investigation without refer- 
ring the case to prosecutors 
for possible criminal charges, 
local authorities could use 
its evidence and findings to 
mount their own cases. Al- 
bany District Attorney Da- 
vid Soares said he will be 
requesting material from 
James’ office and welcomed 
victims to contact his office 
with information. 





The investigation’s findings 
are also expected to play an 
important role in an ongoing 
state Assembly inquiry into 
whether there are grounds 
to impeach Cuomo, who 
has been raising money for a 
potential fourth term in of- 
fice. The Assembly hired its 
own legal team to investigate 
myriad allegations regarding 
harassment, his book, nurs- 
ing homes and special access 
to COVID-19 testing. 


Several Cuomo accusers de- 
manded swifter action, call- 
ing on the governor to leave 
office immediately. Some 
Democratic and Republican 
state lawmakers joined them, 
along with one-time Cuomo 
allies including county ex- 
ecutives and leaders of left- 
leaning political groups. 


Lt. Gov Kathy Hochul, who 
would succeed Cuomo is he 
is removed or resigns, called 
the behavior detailed in the 
report “repulsive and unlaw- 
ful behavior” and said, “No 
one is above the law.” 


In his taped response, Cuo- 
mo apologized to two accus- 
ers: Charlotte Bennett, who 
said the governor asked if 
she was open to sex with an 
older man after she confided 
in him that she had been a 
victim of sexual assault, and 
a woman he kissed at a wed- 
ding — an incident reported 
in a front-page story in The 
New York Times. Cuomo 
said he was hiring an expert 
to reform sexual harassment 
training for state employees, 
including the governor. 





But he denied other allega- 
tions as fabricated and lashed 
out at the investigative pro- 
cess, saying it was rife with 
“politics and bias.” He ex- 
plained that he’s been physi- 


cally embracing people his 
whole life, that his mother 
and father, former Gov. Ma- 
rio Cuomo, had done the 
same and that the gesture was 
meant to “convey warmth.” 


Cuomo’s lawyer issued a 
written rebuttal to the inves- 
tigation’s findings, arguing in 
most cases that serious alle- 
gations, like the alleged grop- 
ing, didn’t happen, or that his 
actions were misconstrued. 





“For those who are using 
this moment to score politi- 
cal points or seek publicity or 
personal gain. I say they actu- 
ally discredit the legitimate 
sexual harassment victims 
that the law was designed to 
protect,” Cuomo said. 


Bennett called the governor’s 
apology to her “meaning- 
less.” 


“If he were sorry, he would 
step down. Thats how ac- 
countability works,” she 
told The Associated Press. “I 
don’t believe he will resign. 
I think it’s the speaker’s job 
now to begin impeachment 
proceedings.” 








The report detailed, for the 
first time, allegations that 
Cuomo sexually harassed a 
female state trooper on his 
security detail. It said that 
in addition to touching the 
trooper, Cuomo kissed her 
on the cheek, asked for her 
help in finding a girlfriend 
and asked why she didn’t 


wear a dress. 


The report also included an 
allegation from a woman 
who worked for an energy 
company who said Cuomo 
touched her chest at an event. 
The woman said Cuomo ran 
his fingers across the letter- 
ing on her shirt, reading the 
name of her company aloud. 
Then he leaned in and said: 
“Tm going to say I see a spi- 
der on your shoulder,” and 
brushed his hand in between 
her shoulder and breasts, the 
report said. 


“These brave women stepped 
forward to speak truth to 
power and, in doing so, they 
expressed faith in the belief 
that although the governor 
may be powerful, the truth 
is even more so,” Kim said at 
the press conference. 


Cuomo faced multiple alle- 
gations last winter, the first 
of which came from former 
adviser Lindsey Boylan. She 


said Cuomo kissed her on 
the lips after a meeting in his 
office and “would go out of 
his way to touch me on my 
lower back, arms and legs.” 


After Boylan first made her 
allegations public in Decem- 
ber, the Cuomo administra- 
tion undercut her story by re- 
leasing personnel memos to 
media outlets revealing that 
Boylan resigned after she was 
confronted about complaints 
she belittled and yelled at her 
staff. 


Boylan has said those records 
“were leaked to the media in 
an effort to smear me.” 





In an 11-hour interview with 
investigators last month, 
Cuomo admitted to certain 
behavior while denying other 
allegations, investigators said. 
For example, Clark said, he 
conceded asking Bennett 
whether she had been in- 
volved with older men and 
said he may have kissed the 
state trooper at an event but 
denied touching her. 


Asked about an allegation 
that he grabbed a woman’s 
breast at the executive man- 
sion, according to the report, 
Cuomo responded: “I would 
have to lose my mind to do 
such a thing” to a woman he 
hardly knew with multiple 
staff members around. 


The probe, which involved 
interviews with 179 people 
including the governor him- 
self, also found that Cuomo’s 
administration was a hostile 
work environment “rife with 
fear and intimidation.” 


Cuomo always denied inap- 
propriate touching, but he 
initially said he was sorry if 
his behavior with women 
was “misinterpreted as un- 
wanted flirtation.” He got 
more combative in recent 
months, saying he did noth- 
ing wrong. 


He has also questioned the 
neutrality of the lawyers lead- 
ing the probe. Kim, was in- 
volved in previous investiga- 
tions of corruption by people 
in Cuomo’s administration.

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Head of group for exiled Belarusians found hanged in Ukraine 


(AP) — A Belarusian ac- 
tivist who ran a group in 
Ukraine helping Belaru- 
sians fleeing persecution 
was found dead in the 
Ukrainian capital, Kyiv, 
local police said Tuesday. 


Vitaly Shishov, leader of the 
Kyiv-based Belarusian House 
in Ukraine, was found 
hanged in one of the city’s 
parks not far from his home, 
police said in a statement. 


A probe has been launched, 
with police investigating 
whether it was a suicide or a 
murder made to look like sui- 
cide, head of Ukraine’s Na- 
tional Police Igor Klymenko 
told reporters on Tuesday. 


Ukraine’s President Volody- 
myr Zelenskyy is keeping a 
close eye on the case, accord- 
ing to his spokesman, Serhiy 
Nykyforov, while Foreign 
Minister Dmytro Kuleba 
promised on ‘Twitter that 
“Ukraine will do everything 
possible to fully investigate 
the case.” 


“It 1s of utmost importance 
for us to reveal the truth 
about his tragic death,” Kule- 
ba said. 


Shishov’s Belarusian girl- 
friend, Bazhena Zholudz, 
told The Associated Press 
that she doesn’t believe that 
he could have killed himself: 


“I don't believe in suicide, 
nothing in Vitaly’s conduct 
signaled his intention to kill 
himself,” she said. “He didn’t 
leave any note or message. 
We were together that morn- 
ing and he just went out for 


a jog.” 


Zholudz added that Shishov 
had recently noted that he 


was being shadowed. “He 
recently noted vehicles and 
people who were following 
him,” she said. 


The Belarusian House in 
Ukraine, which helps Belaru- 
sians fleeing persecution with 
their legal status in Ukraine, 
accommodation and employ- 
ment, also said that Shisov 
was recently being followed 
by strangers. 


It noted that “both local 
sources and our people in Be- 
larus” have alerted the group 
to the possibility of “various 
provocations, including kid- 
napping and liquidation.” 


“There is no doubt that this 
was a planned operation by 
security operatives to liqui- 
date a Belarusian, dangerous 
for the regime. We will con- 
tinue to fight for the truth 
about Vitaly’s death,” the 
group said. 


About 300 people rallied 
Tuesday outside the Belaru- 
sian Embassy in Kyiv, many 
holding his portrait. 





Belarus was rocked by 
months of protests, which 
were triggered by President 
Alexander Lukashenko’s re- 
election to a sixth term in 
an August 2020 vote that the 
opposition and the West saw 
as rigged. He responded to 
demonstrations with a mas- 
sive crackdown that saw 
more than 35,000 people ar- 
rested and thousands beaten 
by police 


Lukashenko has vowed to 
continue what he called a 
“mopping-up operation” 
against civil society activists 
whom he has denounced as 
“bandits and foreign agents,” 
and authorities conducted 


hundreds of raids in recent 
weeks to target the indepen- 
dent media and non-govern- 
ment organizations. 


Belarus’ authoritarian gov- 
ernment has at times gone 
to extremes in its crackdown 
on dissent, including recently 
diverting a plane to the capi- 
tal of Minsk and arresting a 
dissident aboard. 


Yury Shchuchko from the 
Belarusian House in Ukraine 
told The Associated Press 
that Shishov was found with 
marks of beating on his face. 
“Nothing was stolen, he was 
in regular clothes people put 
on to work out, and he only 
had his phone with him,” 
Shchuchko said. 





He also said that Shishov has 
previously noticed surveil- 
lance during his runs and that 
strangers would approach 
him and try to start a conver- 
sation. 


“We have been warned to be 
more careful, because a net- 
work of Belarus KGB agents 
is operating here and every- 
thing is possible,” Shchuchko 
said. “Vitaly asked me to take 
care of his loved ones, he had 
a weird feeling.” 


Klymenko of the Ukrainian 
national police told reporters 
on ‘Tuesday that there were 
indeed injuries discovered on 
Shishov’s body — scratched 
skin on his nose, a cut on his 
lip and an injury on his left 
knee. He wouldn’t say, how- 
ever, whether these resulted 
from violence. Klymenko 
added that police haven’t re- 
ceived any complaints about 
surveillance from Shishov. 





Sviatlana Tsikhanouskaya, 
the main opposition candi- 





date in the August 2020 elec- 
tion who left for Lithuania 
under pressure from the au- 
thorities, expressed condo- 
lences to Shishov’s family on 
Tuesday. 


“Belarusians can't be safe 
even abroad, as long as there 
are those who are trying to 
inflict revenge on them,” 
Tsikhnaouskaya said in an 
online statement. 


“Vitaly Shishov was helping 
Belarusians and was found 
hanged ... It happened on an- 
other country’s soil. Just like 
the hostage-taking took place 
on another country’s plane. 
Just like the attempt to force- 
fully bring a disloyal athlete 
back to Belarus from another 
country’s territory,” she said. 





Earlier this week, Belarus 
Olympic sprinter Krystsina 
Tsimanouskaya accused the 
country’s officials of hustling 
her to the airport and trying 
to put her on a plane back 
to Belarus after she publicly 
criticized the management of 
her team at the Tokyo Games. 
Tsimanouskaya refused to 
board the plane and instead 
will seek refuge in Europe. 


In an interview Tuesday, she 


a 


told the AP she feared she 
wouldn't be safe in Belarus. 
International officials on 
Tuesday urged Ukraine to 
conduct a thorough investi- 
gation into the death of the 
activist. 


“We are deeply shocked by 
the news of the death of the 
Belarusian activist Vitaly 
Shishov,” Austria’s Foreign 
Ministry said on ‘Twitter. 
“Our thoughts are with his 
loved ones. Austria calls for a 
thorough and transparent in- 
vestigation into the circum- 
stances leading to his death.” 


U.N. spokesman Stephane 
Dujarric said: “We're, obvi- 
ously, glad to see that this is 
being investigated. I think his 
death needs to be investigated 
fully to elaborate all of these 
circumstances. And we, of 
course, send our condolences 
to his family and friends.” 


The U.S. Embassy in Kyiv 
said on Twitter that Shishov’s 
death “takes place amid an 
unacceptable Belarusian 
crack down on civil soci- 
ety, and we look forward to 
a complete and thorough 
investigation by Ukrainian 
authorities to establish its 
causes and circumstances.” 





Russia hands Navalny ally parole-like sentence over protests 


(AP) — A court in Mos- 
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a close ally of imprisoned 
opposition leader Alexei 
Navalny to 1 1/2 years of 
parole-like restrictions 
in a controversial crimi- 
nal case the government 
launched against opposi- 
tion supporters after mass 
protests shook Russia this 
year. 


The court found Lyubov So- 
bol guilty of inciting people 
to violate coronavirus re- 
strictions and for the next 
18 months barred her from 
leaving her home between 10 





p.m. and 6 a.m., attend mass 
events or travel outside Mos- 
cow and its outlying region. 
She was also ordered to check 
in with police three times a 
month, her lawyer Vladimir 
Voronin said. 


He added that because Sobol 
had already spent nearly six 
months under house arrest 
and other restrictions, the 
sentence will only remain in 
place for about a year. 


The case against Sobol and 
several other Navalny allies 


was launched shortly after 
nationwide protests over his 
arrest and jailing rocked Rus- 
sia all across its 11 time zones 
on Jan. 23. 


Navalny, Russian President 
Vladimir Putin’s most ardent 
political foe, was arrested a 
week before that upon return- 
ing from Germany, where he 
spent five months recovering 
from a nerve agent poisoning 
that he blames on the Krem- 
lin — an accusation rejected 
by Russian officials. 
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(AP) — After boarding a 
bus in Venezuela’s capi- 
tal, Juan Pablo Lares sits 
in front facing the pas- 
sengers, turns on a micro- 
phone and speaker, and 
delivers the news while 
a colleague holds a black 
cardboard frame around 
his face to mimic a televi- 
sion screen. 


“Good morning! This is 
the newscast of El Bus TV 
Capitolio,” he reads from his 
script to the passengers, most 
of whom listen carefully 
while others brush past him 
to get on or off at their stops. 
The news he delivers is not 
always flattering to Venezu- 
ela’s socialist government. 


That rudimentary news de- 
livery system is one of several 
ways journalists are fighting 
to preserve press freedom in 
the South American nation. 
Media in Venezuela, like in 
other countries, have been 
strugeling to stay afloat, but 
their difficulty is not just 
dwindling advertising rev- 
enue. 





They face mounting pres- 
sures from a government 
trying to control the flow of 
news, including fines over 
criticism of officials and bar- 
riers to purchase of news- 
print. This has left millions 
with access to information 
largely through state media. 


“This newscast is a way to 
overcome censorship and 
misinformation in Venezue- 


la,” Lares told his audience of 
passengers after his newscast 
one July afternoon. Stories 
that day included the decay 
of a university considered a 
World Heritage Site and the 
effects of the country’s hy- 
perinflation. 


Journalists are also giving free 
newspapers to bus passengers 
and people at bus stops, and 
encouraging them to share 
the papers with others. Other 
journalists are walking into 
neighborhoods and reading 
the news to people gathered 
around them or listening 
from their windows. 


Since President Nicolás 
Maduro took office in 2013, 
more than 60 news outlets 
have closed, some of them 
burdened by multimillion- 
dollar fines imposed by a 
government  telecommuni- 
cations commission that ac- 
cused them of promoting ha- 
tred and destabilization of the 
government. 


Maduro's actions against the 
press, which he accuses of 
conspiring against his gov- 
ernment and spreading false 
information, are an extension 
of the tactics deployed by 
his predecessor and mentor, 
Hugo Chávez, who called in- 
dependent media an enemy 
after taking office in 1999, 


Natalie Southwick, Latin 
America and Caribbean 
program coordinator at the 
Committee to Protect Jour- 
nalists, said Venezuela is one 


of the most difficult environ- 
ments for the independent 
press as the government has 
used various tools — from 


physical harassment and 
detention of journalists to 
the use of the courts against 
media outlets — to make 
the space for critical media 
smaller. 


“And all of this ultimately 
contributes to this overall 
goal of trying to control in- 
formation, trying to control 
the narrative both within and 
outside of the country,” said 
Southwick. “And that’s why 
we see people from (Presi- 
dent Recep) Erdogan in Tur- 
key to someone like Maduro 
in Venezuela really targeting 
the independent press. They 
know that that reporting pos- 
es a threat to their ability to 
control what people hear and 
how they make decisions.” 





A court in May seized the 
Caracas headquarters of the 
newspaper El Nacional, an 
outlet critical of Maduro 
and his closest collaborators. 
The action was the result of 
a defamation lawsuit filed by 
the vice president of the rul- 
ing party, Diosdado Cabello, 
and sought to guarantee a 
multimillion-dollar payment 
in damages. 





That same month, the news- 
paper El Tiempo de Anzo- 
átegui, in the country’s north- 
east, stopped printing but 
kept its digital edition. The 
nongovernmental organiza- 
tion Espacio Público, which 


in Venezuela, said the news- 
paper suspended its print edi- 
tion because of hyperinfla- 
tion, increased maintenance 
costs and a shortage of news- 
print. Importing newsprint 
has been made difficult by 
the government's tight cur- 
rency controls, which have 
only eased recently, and the 
creation of a state-run mo- 
nopoly to sell the paper to 
media companies. 


Now, residents in 11 of the 
country’s 23 states no longer 
have access to regional news- 
papers, according to Espacio 
Público. 


The pressures have even 
pushed some to abandon the 
country after selling their as- 
sets. That was the case at the 
Globovisión news channel. 


In 2013, the channel was 
sold to a group of business- 
men, including Raúl Gorrín, 
a friend of Maduro’s govern- 
ment who has been sanc- 
tioned by Washington over 
fraud accusations. Its original 
owners fled the country after 
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continue 
to deepen. The country has 
been in recession for years. 
Millions live in poverty amid 
high food prices, low wages 
and hyperinflation. 


“What we are doing is jour- 
nalism but in a different way,” 
said Maximiliano Bruzual, 
another journalist with El 
Bus TV. “Journalism is used 
to being the media report- 
ing news on television, radio 
or the print media. What we 
do is get out of the box so to 
speak.” 


Francisco Marquez used to 
sell dozens of newspapers a 
day from a kiosk in Caracas. 
Today, a full week’s supply of 
newspapers 1s three copies. 


“Three newspaper units. So, 
three people come and take 
one newspaper each and it's 
over,” he said Saturday next 


to his kiosk. 


Hundreds of miles away, 
southwest of Caracas in the 
country’s Andean region, the 
newspaper La Nación once 
printed more than 30 pages 





several legal proceedings were 
launched against them, some 
linked to other commercial 
activities. They maintained 
they had not committed any 
crimes and were being pros- 
ecuted because Globovisión 
had been critical of Maduro. 


Daniela Alvarado, coordina- 
tor of information freedom 
atVenezuela’s independent 
Press and Society Institute, 
said the use of alternative 
ways to report news “has 
been the positive side of the 
terrible consequences for 
journalism in the country, 
censorship and the precari- 
ous conditions that are cur- 
rently being experienced.” 





“It is very important to high- 
light the work these journal- 
ists, these media, are doing 
to seek new ways to reach 
audiences and to not only 
think of audiences as some- 
thing massive, as something 
of a national scope, but to 
start locally with journalism 
that prioritizes the needs of 
neighbors,” said Alvarado, 
whose organization moni- 
tors violations of the rights of 
journalists. 


The hostility toward the 
press comes as Venezuela’s 
political, social and eco- 
nomic crises, attributed to 
plummeting oil prices and 
two decades of government 


every day and won national 
journalism awards. 


Its head, Omaira Labrador, 
recalled that area residents 
used to call the newspaper 
because local leaders would 
react to stories and address 
citizens’ complaints. There 
were classified ads and dur- 
ing elections, the newspaper 
would be a lot thicker. 


But today, the pandemic, 
shortages of newsprint and 
fuel and far fewer classified 
ads have reduced the news- 
paper in the state of Tachira 
to less than 15 pages and only 
four editions a week. 


Labrador said the displace- 
ment of newspapers by on- 
line outlets and social net- 
works has also affected La 
Nación, but while the news- 
paper has a website, people in 
rural communities prefer to 
get their news in print. 


Last year, she formed an al- 
liance with other media out- 
lets, and since December 
they have produced a news- 
cast aired by various radio 
stations. The goal, she said, 
is to “fulfill the social mission 
of all media” to keep people 
informed. 


“By radio, by press, by tele- 
vision, but let yourself be in- 
formed,” she said. 
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Biles returns to Olympic competition, wins bronze on beam 


(AP) — Simone Biles isn’t 
going home with a fistful 
of gold medals. A mental 
block — one brought on 
by exhaustion or stress or 
something the American 
gymnastics star still can’t 
quite grasp — that forced 
her to pull out of four 
Olympic finals saw to that. 


Yet standing on the podium 
Tuesday, a bronze medal 
hanging around her neck and 
tears in her eyes, the 24-year- 
old Biles may have claimed 
something far more valuable: 
a piece of herself back. 


From the “twisties” that have 
haunted her for a week. From 
the endless speculation about 
her state of mind. From the 
hype machine — one, admit- 
tedly, she fed into at times 
— that set expectations so 
high coming to Tokyo noth- 
ing short of the impossible 
would have been enough. 


It all became too much. A 
week ago, her internal wires 
got crossed when she hopped 
on uneven bars during prac- 
tice. Suddenly, she couldn't 
spin. She could barely move. 
She still doesn't quite know 


why. And if she’s being hon- 
est, the wires still aren't re- 
connected. She's not sure 
when they will be. 


“It was something that was 
so out of my control,” Biles 
said. “But the outcome I had, 
at end of the day, my mental 
and physical health is better 
than any medal. So I couldn’t 
be mad.” 


Biles and coach Cecile Landi 
adjusted her routine to ease 
her anxiety, switching out a 
dismount that required her 
to twist for one with two 
simpler backflips instead, a 
skill she hadn’t done in com- 
petition in 12 years, half a 
lifetime ago. Even with the 
degree of difficulty lowered, 
she earned a 14.000, good 
enough for third behind 
Chinese teammates Guan 
Chenchen and Tang Xijing. 


Afterward, she chatted with 
IOC President Thomas Bach 
then wiped away tears after 
accepting her seventh Olym- 
pic medal, tied with Shan- 
non Miller for the most by an 
American gymnast. A wave 
of relief washed over her fol- 
lowing a turbulent eight days 


that shifted the focus from 
the Tokyo Games to the men- 
tal health of the athletes who 
compete under the rings. 


“We're not just entertain- 
ment, we’re humans,” Biles 
said. “And there are things 
going on behind the scenes 
that we’re also trying to jug- 
gle with as well, on top of 
sports.” 


Biles thought she had it un- 
der control. Then the Ameri- 
cans finished a surprising 
second to the Russian team 
in qualifying. She sensed the 
weight of the world on her 
shoulders. During the first 
vault rotation in the team 
final, the weight became 
too much. Shaken, she took 
herself out of the final three 
events and watched as her 
teammates held on for silver. 


The decision made her a 
touchstone of sorts. Yes, there 
was a lot of support. She felt 
“embarrassed” when a trip 
through the Olympic Vil- 
lage included a steady stream 
of people coming up to tell 
them how much she meant 
to them. There was a lot of 
hate, too, one of the reasons 





she moved her Twitter app 
to the back of her phone, 
hopefully tamping down 
the temptation to search her 
mentions. 


“It’s not good for me right 
now,” she said. 


There was no phone in 
sight when she appeared 
on the floor in a red, white 
and blue leotard with nearly 
5,000 crystals stitched on. If 
she was nervous, it hardly 
showed. She warmed up and 
then sat on the floor next to 
teammate and newly minted 
all-around champion Sunisa 
Lee to watch highlights from 
other sports on a large video 


board. 


Her routine was steady, seem- 


ingly immune to the whir of 
dozens of cameras capturing 
her every move. She made a 
small hop after landing her 
double-pike, then saluted the 
stands. One last bow perhaps, 
in a career that includes 32 
major international medals 
and a spot atop her sport. 


While she hasn't officially 
announced her retirement — 
she’s hinted that she might 
want to stick around in some 
fashion until the 2024 Games 
to honor coaches Laurent 
and Cecile Landi, who are 
both French — a long lay- 
off awaits. She’s headlining a 
post-Olympic tour through 
the fall. What happens af- 
ter that is a mystery, even to 
Biles. 








Belarus sprinter says punishment awaited her back home 


(AP) A Belarusian 
Olympic sprinter who had 
a public feud with officials 
from her team at the To- 
kyo Games said Tuesday 
that they “made it clear” 
she would face punish- 
ment if she returned home 
to an autocratic govern- 
ment that has relentlessly 
stifled any criticism. 


Waiting to leave Japan to 
seek refuge in Europe, Kryst- 
sina Tsimanouskaya said she 
hopes she can continue her 
career, but for now her safety 
is the priority. After she criti- 
cized the management of her 
team on social media, she 
accused officials of hustling 





her to the airport and trying 
to put her on a plane back to 
Belarus. 


In the dramatic standoff, sev- 
eral countries offered help, 
and Poland granted her a hu- 
manitarian visa Monday. She 
plans to fly to Warsaw later in 
the week. 


Team officials “made it clear 
that, upon return home, I 
would definitely face some 
form of punishment,” the 
24-year-old sprinter told The 
Associated Press in a video- 
call interview from Tokyo. 
“There were also thinly dis- 
guised hints that more would 
await me.” 





She added that she believed 
she would be kicked off the 
national team. She hopes to 
be able to continue running 
once she has reached safety. 





“I would very much like to 
continue my sporting career 
because I’m just 24, and I had 
plans for two more Olympics 
at least,” she said. But “for 
now, the only thing that con- 
cerns me is my safety.” 


Asked what made her fear she 


would be in danger at home, 
Tsimanouskaya said that “the 
key phrase was that “we didn’t 
make the decision for you to 
go home, it was decided by 
other people, and we were 
merely ordered to make it 
happen.” 


Earlier, Belarus’ National 
Olympic Committee told a 
state-run news agency that 
it was closely monitoring the 
situation and cooperating 
with the International Olym- 
pic Committee. 


In the interview, Tsimanous- 
kaya also expressed worry for 
her parents, who remain in 
Belarus. Her husband, Arseni 
Zdanevich, told the AP that 
he decided to leave the coun- 
try when Tsimanouskaya told 
him she wasn’t coming back. 


The couple’s fears reflect 
the lengths the Belarus’ au- 
thoritarian government has 
at times gone to in its crack- 
down on dissent, including 
recently diverting a plane to 
the capital of Minsk and ar- 
resting a journalist aboard. 
President Alexander Lu- 
kashenko maintained that a 
bomb threat against the flight 


forced it to change course, 
but European officials de- 
nounced the move as an act 
of air piracy. 


Lukashenko appears to have 
a particular interest in his 
country’s Olympic team: He 
and his son, Viktor, have led 
the Belarus National Olym- 
pic Committee for more than 
25 years. Both were banned 
from the Tokyo Games by 
the IOC, which investigated 
complaints from athletes that 
they faced intimidation dur- 
ing the crackdown on anti- 
government protests over the 
last year. 


The current standoff began 
after “Tsimanouskaya's criti- 
cism of how officials were 
managing her team set off 
a massive backlash in state- 
run media back home, where 
the government has cracked 
down on dissent since a pres- 
idential election a year ago 
triggered a wave of unprec- 
edented mass protests. 


The runner said on Insta- 
eram that she was put in the 
4x400 relay even though she 
has never raced in the event. 
She was then barred from 


competing in the 200 meters. 


Tsimanouskaya waged — and 
lost — a legal fight to run in 
that event. The Court of Ar- 
bitration for Sport said in a 
statement that it denied Tsi- 
manouskaya’s request for an 
interim ruling that would 
have allowed her to run at the 
Olympic Stadium on Mon- 
day. The heats were held in 
the morning and the semif1- 
nals were in the evening. 


On Tuesday, Tsimanouskaya 
called on international sports 
authorities “to investigate the 
situation, who gave the order, 
who actually took the deci- 
sion that I can’t compete any 
more.” She suggested pos- 
sible “sanctions against the 
head coach who approached 
me and who deprived me of 
the right to compete in the 
Olympic Games.” 


Athletes seeking asylum at 
global sporting events is 
nothing new — such requests 
were especially frequent dur- 
ing the Cold War but they 
have also happened occasion- 
ally in the decades since. 
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Bautista's hit, and bat flip, helps Dominicans oust Israel

(AP) — José Bautista had just got- 
ten his first Olympic hit, extend- 
ing the Dominican Republic’s 
tournament with a walkoff single 
that capped a ninth-inning rally 
and eliminated surprising Israel. 


Of course, that bat was going to get 
flipped. 


“It’s part of this New Age baseball 
thing that’s happening,” the 40-year- 
old said after Tuesday night’s 7-6 
victory. “It started in winter ball a 
few years ago. It’s just kind of giving 
a little bit of your own flavor to the 
game, a little bit of celebrating the ex- 
citement of getting a hit.” 


And what excitement. 


Israel overcame a 2-0 fifth-inning 
deficit, wasted a 4-2, sixth-inning 
lead, fell behind 5-4 when Jeison 
Guzman homered in the seventh off 
Zack Weiss and surged ahead 6-5 in 
the eighth when Danny Valencia hit 
his third home run of the tourna- 
ment, a two-run drive off Jumbo 
Diaz. 


Weiss (1-1) had relieved with one out 
in the sixth, and Israel manager Eric 
Holtz was reluctant to reach deeper 
into his bullpen. 


Red Sox minor leaguer Johan Mie- 


ses led off the ninth with a shot that 
nearly cleared the left-field seats and 
left the ballpark, the fourth homer of 
the Olympics allowed by Weiss. 


Melky Cabrera singled, Roldani 
Baldwin sacrificed pinch-runner Ye- 
fri Pérez to second, Guzman was in- 
tentionally walked and D.J. Sharabi 
relieved. 


Gustavo Núñez grounded into a 
forceout that left runners at the cor- 
ners, bringing up Bautista. The six- 
time All-Star had been left out of the 
starting lineup by manager Hector 
Borg after going 0 for 8, then entered 
in the fourth inning after Emilio 
Bonifacio injured a hamstring. 





Bautista had walked and flied out be- 
fore batting in a key spot nearly three 
years after his last big league plate ap- 
pearance. 


With three infielders on the left side, 
Bautista took a 1-2 breaking ball that 
just missed the outside corner, then 
reached out and grounded another 
curve that was way outside. The ball 
bounced between second baseman 
Ian Kinsler, shifted to the left side of 
second, and shortstop Scotty Bur- 
cham, and into left field for a single. 


Bautista took two steps toward first 
and gave the bat a gentle end-over- 
end toss — just two full rotations, 
nothing like the epic flip that fol- 
lowed his three-run homer for To- 
ronto off Texas’ Sam Dyson in Game 
5 of the 2015 AL Division Series. He 
was mobbed by teammates in the 


middle of the infield. 


“Pm glad and happy they’ve picked 
it up and they’re enjoying it,” he said 
of his many bat-flip imitators. “This 
game is for their enjoyment, and the 
more ways that you can connect with 
the fans, I think that’s great.” 


The Dominicans (2-2) earned a 
matchup against the United States 


(2-1) just 14 hours later on Wednes- 
day. Under the double-elimination 
format, the winner of that game will 
play for a gold medal game berth 
against the loser of Wednesday night’s 
Japan-South Korea semifinal. 


Israel (1-4), in its first Olympic base- 
ball tournament, had knocked out 
Mexico. The Isrealis had former ma- 
jor leaguers in Kinsler and Valencia 
and even one with a few at-bats this 
season in catcher Ryan Lavarnway. 
While not from Israel, they joined the 
team because of their Jewish back- 
grounds. 


But the team’s pitching was in key in- 
nings, to use a Yiddish phrase, “gour- 
nisht tzu helfen” — nothing will help 
you. 


Bonifacio led off the game with a 
bunt that popped over third base- 
man Ty Kelly into short left field, 
and Bonifacio slid headfirst into third 
when Burcham heaved the ball into 
right field for an error. 


Christopher Mercedes, who pitches 
for the Central League’s Yomiuri Gi- 
ants, was given a 2-0 lead and held 
Israel hitless for 4 1/3 inning. But he 
was hit hard in the fifth and was hurt 
when Guzman misplayed a grounder 
to shortstop for an error. 


Mitch Glasser tied the score with a 
two-run double, and Burcham and 
Kinsler had RBI singles. Israel could 
have scored more, but Bautista threw 
out Nick Rickles at the plate from left 
field, his second assist of the Olym- 
pics. 


Julio Rodriguez hit an RBI single in 
the sixth off Jake Fishman and Mieses 
tied the score 4-4 with a run-scoring 
grounder on a slow roller to third. 


Luis Castillo (1-1), a 25-year-old Ari- 
zona Triple-A right-hander, pitched a 
scoreless inning for the win. 
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Weiss, a 29-year-old right-hander, 
made his only big league appearance 
for Cincinnati in 2018. He finished 
with a 9.00 ERA. 


Israel hit .232, topping the Domini- 
cans’ .230 and Mexico’s .200, but its 
6.49 ERA was better than only Mex- 
ico’s 6.92. 


“I want everybody to just see where 
Israel baseball has come from and 
where it is now,” Holtz said. “We 
were one inning away from upset- 
ting the Dominican Republic. People 
need to see that and hear that. And if 
we can work and build off that mo- 
ment and continue to grow and in- 
spire Israelis in Israel to play baseball, 
then we’re doing our job, and we did 
our job well.” 


Lavarnway hit .350 with two homers 
and three RBIs. 


Kinsler batted .222 with three RBIs. 
The 39-year-old, a four-time All-Star, 
sounded exhausted. 


“Pd like to stay involved in some ca- 
pacity. Pm not sure what it is right 
now,” he said. “There’s no chance 
of me playing. I feel like I have two 
bricks tied to my both my feet.” 


Glasser, a 31-year-old right fielder 
who plays for an independant team 
in Sioux Falls, South Dakota, batted a 
team-best .412 with four RBIs. 


Valencia had seven RBIs. Now 36, he 
is a nine-year big league veteran who 
last played in 2018. 


“This is going to take some time to 
get over. It hurts right now, and so be 
it,” he said. “This is something Pll re- 
member forever. And hopefully, like 
Jan was saying, it will inspire people 
in the country of Israel to pick up a 
bat and ball and start playing baseball 
because they saw us on TV having 
so much fun playing in the Olympic 
Games.” 


Cavaliers acquire point guard Ricky Rubio from Timberwolves 


(AP) — The Cavaliers 
filled one of their biggest 
needs, acquiring veteran 
point guard Ricky Rubio 
from the Minnesota Tim- 
berwolves on Tuesday. 


Cleveland sent forward Tau- 
rean Prince, a 2022 second- 
round draft pick and cash to 
Minnesota for the 30-year- 
old Rubio, who has spent 10 
years in the NBA. 


The teams agreed to the deal 
last week before the draft, 
but had to wait for league 
approval and because Rubio 
was in Japan at the Olym- 


pics. He scored 38 points in 
a quarterfinal loss to the U.S. 
on Tuesday. 


Rubio’s point total is a Span- 
ish men’s Olympic record, 
and the most ever scored by 
a U.S. men’s Olympic oppo- 
nent, breaking the mark of 35 
by Puerto Rico’s Butch Lee 
in 1976. 





The Cavs were desperate to 
find a dependable backup 
point guard for Darius Gar- 
land. Matthew Dellavedova 
served in that role last season, 
but he missed much of the 
year after a concussion. 


Dellavedova recently signed 
a three-year deal in Australia. 


Rubio averaged 8.6 points 
and 6.4 assists last season 
for Minnesota. He was back 
with the Timberwolves in 
2021 after playing in Phoenix 
and Utah. He played his first 
six seasons with the Timber- 
wolves, who took him with 
the fifth overall pick in 2009. 


The Cavs acquired the 
6-foot-7 Prince from Brook- 
lyn last season in the three- 
team deal that sent James 
Harden to the Nets. Prince 


averaged 10.1 points, 3.7 re- 
bounds and 2.4 assists in 29 


games for Cleveland.
